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TOWN CONSIDERS EARLY 
MORNING BAR CLOSURES 


POLICE BACKING PLANS FOR DESIGNATED HOURTO CALL TIME 


PLANS to force bars and 
nightclubs in Northampton 
town centre to close by a 
designated time are to be dis¬ 
cussed next week. 

Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s licensing committee will 
consider whether or not to 
launch a formal consultation 
on proposals to introduce an 
EMRO (Early Morning Alcohol 
Restriction Order). 

The proposals, backed by 
Northamptonshire Police 
chief constable Adrian Lee 
and Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Adam Simmonds, 
could see clubs and pubs giv¬ 
en a cut-off point in the early 
hours of the morning by which 
time they must close. 

Under the powers of the 
Police Reform and Social Re¬ 
sponsibility Act 2011, councils 
can restrict the sale of alcohol 
for “all or some of the time be¬ 
tween the hours of midnight 
and 6am”. 

Police said the introduc¬ 


tion of an EMRO would help 
to tackle crime, violence and 
anti-social behaviour. 

Since February, the licens¬ 
ing committee has been con¬ 
sidering views and evidence 
from “a wide range of organi¬ 
sations and individuals”. 

Some bars and clubs have 
already started a petition 
against the plans. 

However, the committee 
will meet on Tuesday to con¬ 
sider evidence before decid¬ 
ing how to move forward. 

If it decides to back the EM¬ 
RO, a full consultation will be 
launched, involving licensees, 
businesses and the public. 

Councillor David Mackin¬ 
tosh, leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, said: “We 
are working hard to transform 
Northampton into a thriving 
and prosperous town and that 
also means having a vibrant 
night-time economy. But we 
need a night-time economy 
that is safe and comfortable 

for people to visit.” Clubs and bars in Northampton might have to close at a designated time in a bid to make the town safer and easier to police

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Anguish as twins go 
to different schools 


A mother of twin daughters 
who have been placed in dif¬ 
ferent secondary schools in 
Northampton, said she thinks 
they have been treated unfair¬ 
ly by the 'random allocation’ 
admissions system. 

Lucy Hall, of Lindsay Avenue, 
Abington, put Northampton 
School for Girls (NSG) as the 
first choice for her n-year 
daughters, Ella and Tia, and 
Moulton School as their sec¬ 
ond preference. 

Ella was placed successful¬ 
ly in NSGwhileTia was placed 
at Moulton School. Mrs Hall 
appealed the decision in an at¬ 
tempt to get Tia into NSG with 
her sister, but this has been re- 
jected. 

Mrs Hall said: “The reason 
we were given is that twins are 
not dependant on each other. 

“I don’t want to be treat¬ 
ed differently because I have 
twins, but I thought the NSG 
admissions policy was about 
keeping family members to¬ 
gether. 

“They are siblings, but be¬ 
cause they are the same age 
they get treated differently. 

“One of them is always go-

ing to be late for school and 
the other one will have to get 
dropped off early. 

“I know the decision has 
been made as we have failed 
on appeal, but I want to high¬ 
light this issue for other par¬ 
ents of twins.” 

A spokesman for North¬ 
amptonshire County Council 
said Northampton School for 
Girls was a consistently over¬ 
subscribed school which uses 
a system of random allocation 
to select students and there 
was no way of influencing the 
system to take twins into ac¬ 
count. 


The spokesman said: “We 
stress very strongly that if 
parents of twins and triplets 
make a preference for a school 
which uses random allocation 
as part of the oversubscrip¬ 
tion criteria, there is a real 
possibility that only one child 
could be allocated a place. 

“An independent appeal 
panel has reviewed the case, 
but has not upheld the appeal. 
There are still places avail¬ 
able at alternative schools in 
Northampton town where 
both girls could attend if the 
family would prefer them to 
stay together.”

Workers red-faced 
over bluebell blunder 


Bungling council mainte¬ 
nance staff have apologised 
to park users after mowing 
down 600 bluebells that had 
been planted to celebrate this 
week’s 60th anniversary of 
the Queen’s Coronation. 

The Friends of Dallington 
Park, in Northampton, had 
planned for the Field of Glo¬ 
ry display to flower in time to 
mark 6o years since Queen 
Elizabeth II was crowned. 

Two days of work went into 
planting £400 of bulbs, which 
were paid for by a collection 
among park users. 

But workers for Enter¬ 
prise, who are employed 
by Northampton Borough 
Council, mistakenly mowed 
over the entire area before the 
flowers had bloomed. 


George Tyrell, chairman 
of the Friends of Dallington 
Park group, said: “The Friends 
were very concerned because 
the flowers were just about to 
come into bloom. We had a 
Field of Hope containing daf¬ 
fodils for Macmillan Cancer 
Support, so we decided a Field 
of Glory would be quite fitting. 

“We’d spent a couple of 
days in the autumn doing it 
too, so for all the preparation 
to come to nothingjust before 
they were going to be ready is 
a bit frustrating.” 

The Friends of Dallington 
Park had put signs up warn¬ 
ing that the bluebells had been 
planted in the set-aside area, 
which was opposite The Ave¬ 
nue, although it is not known 
if the signs were in place when 
Enterprise workers mowed it. 


However, Mr Tyrell be¬ 
lieves Enterprise ought to 
have been aware of the plant¬ 
ing work. 

He said: “A few weeks ago 
we had to tell them not to park 
their van on it. On top of that, it 
was they and the council who 
gave us permission to plant 
the blooming things.” 

Councillor Mike Hallam, 
cabinet member for the en¬ 
vironment, said: “Our con¬ 
tractor, Enterprise Managed 
Services, mistakenly mowed 
down some young bluebells 
that had not yet bloomed. 
When this mistake came to 
light, Enterprise Managed 
Services wrote to the Friends 
to apologise and they have 
promised to monitor the blue¬ 
bells to ensure they are grow¬ 
ing well and bloom next year.”

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School happy with 
pub’s decision to cal I 
time on free parking 


The headteacher of a 
Northampton school has said 
she “totally understands” why 
the owners of a neighbouring 
pub have installed ticket 
machines in their car park. 
Machines have been put in the 
car park of The Trumpet in 
Wellingborough Road, which 
was regularly used by parents 
picking up children from 
Weston Favell CE Primary 
School, situated opposite. 

A spokesman for the Spirit 
Pub Company said: “We 
decided to implement a pay 
and display parking scheme 
to act as a deterrent against 
those who were not guests 
of the pub but were taking 
up parking spaces for long 
periods of time. 

“Although we appreciate 
this may be an inconvenience 
to some of our guests, we do 



refund the cost of parking to 
all paying guests and offer 
change for any guests who are 
caught short. 

“Since we installed the 
parking scheme we have 
received positive feedback 
regarding improved access 


during peak times, such as 
Saturday lunchtime.” 

Tickets to park in the pub 
car park cost £i for three 
hours or £5 for all day. 

The headteacher ofWeston 
Favell Primary, Jill Ramshaw, 
said: “The pub has been really 
good to us over the years, but 
I can understand why they 
want to reclaim their car park, 
particularly in the afternoons. 

“While it’s obviously more 
inconvenient for our parents, 
I totally understand why 
they’ve done it. If our parents 
continue to be considerate 
about where they park, I think 
we will be alright.” 

Since the parking charges 
came into force at The 
Trumpet, most parents have 
used nearby residential 
streets such as Parkway, 
Meadway and Church Way to 
park in.

The Cobblers have been linked 
with a move for 22-year-old 
winger Sanchez Watt, who was 
released by Arsenal last month.
